W ashington, Doc. 6.—Tax reform 
■ 
urged in Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon s annual report to congress 
lie declares that congress m ust act 
swiftly to revise the present tax law 
for 
‘the importance of getting our 
taxing system on a sound basis is not 
a subject which with safety for 
future can be long postponed.” 
The secretary says American busi­ 
ness and industrial outlook is ’more 
favorable for sound and orderly eco­ 
nomic development than at any time 
since the war,” but 
revenues 
are 
dwindling, new ways of tax evasion 
a re being devised, tax-exempt securi­ 
ties are multiplying and the national 
governm ent face® a serious situation. 
* 
H e continues: 
“It is clear that we must look care­ 
fully to the productivity of existing 
taxes and to their economic stability 
if we are to have fui iller tax reduc­ 
tion and lf we are not to be forced 
in less prosperous times to actual tax 
increases. 
'I he attention of congress 
should be directed principally to the 
excessive surtax rates and to the con­ 
fiscatory estate tax rates. 
The gift 
tax is unworkable and unduly ham ­ 
pers legitimate business. 
The public­ 
ity provision in the revenue law, in 
my opinion, is a mistake of policy 
and will be dertim ental to the rev­ 
enue.” 
Mellon recommended that the max­ 
imum surtax rate be fixed between 15 
-aud 25 per cent, which, with a normal 
tax of 6 per cent, would make the 
maximum tax between 21 and 31 per 
cent, instead of 46 per cent as at 
present. 
'W h a t 
the 
exact 
rate of 
maxim urn of profit may be is a m atter 
of Judgment,” he said. 
“It has been 
the belief of the treasury, and it is 
borne out by experience, that, if taxes 
ar© too high, the source of revenue 
dim inishes and the tax becomes less 
and less productive.” 
Business initiative iy now blighted 


b y high taxes, the veteran financier 
declared. 
“The law now says to the 
man of large income: 
lf you lost on 
your venture, you will pay IOO per 
cent of the loss; if you win, the law 
will take 50 per cent of your profit,” 
be said. 
“We have then the blighting 
efTect of excessive rates, which com 
pel avoidance, and destroy initiative, 
and by both m eans diminish the re­ 
turns from the upper brackets, from 
which the government has been tak ­ 
ing a large part of its revenue.” 
The nation must look to its foreign 
.as well as its dome&dc trade, too, 
Mellon said, because adoption of the 
I>awes plan presages industrial activi­ 
ties among our European competitors, 
and “if we are to compete success­ 
fully abroad we must be sure that 
our taxation system does not put too 
heavy a handicap on our industry and

President Asks For Sympathetic Co­ 
operation With Other 
Nations In 
His Address Before the Commercial 
Club— Promises Governmental 
Aid 
In His Speech to the Live Stock 
Men. 


Chicago, Dec. 5.—PreHWcTft 
Cool­ 
idge delivered two addresses during 
his stay in Chicago. 
He also visited 
the International Live Stock exposi­ 
tion. 


Before visiting the exposition the 
president addressed the Chicago Com 
mercial club. 
He said that just as 
the common prosperity of agriculture 
and industry In this country depended 
on their mutual good relations, so did 
the continued prosperity of the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
depend 
on 
co-operation 
with other nations. 
“We can not ex­ 
pect, in the long course of events, to 
maintain our country on a perm anent 
level of general well being far above 
that of other people,” said Coolidge. 
“ We can not more assure perm anent 
and stable peace without co-operation 
imong nations, than we could assure 
\ iftory in war without allies among 
them.” 
President Coolidge was careful to 
avoid committing his advocacy of in­ 
ternational co-operation to any spe­ 
cific international 
legal 
machinery, 
either existent or contemplated. 
“I 
would 
not 
have 
you 
m istake 
my 
meaning.” he pointed out. 
“I should 
never advocate the sacrifice of any 
part of our prosperity because of the 
vague hope that in following indis­ 
crim inate impulses of kindliness we 
might help some who are in worse 
condition than ourselves. 
Nor would 
I sacrifice our independence and free­ 
dom of action.” 
In his speech at the exposition the 
president said that wiser production, 
more efficient m arketing and more 
intelligent utilization of meat 
prod­ 
ucts were a foundation on which the 
live stock industry might be raised 
from depression. 
“My pledge is that 
your government will do everything 
possible and 
proper for a 
govern­ 
ment to do to encourage and direct 
your strivings toward 
the 
goal of 
prosperity, stability and security,” he 
said. 
“My appeal 
is 
that 
farmers 
everywhere shall And ways in wdii 
to organize and associate themselves 
together in the determ ination to em 
ploy effectively every m eans of im 
provement that has been placed at 
their disposal.” 
The president concluded by saying: 
Every prospect seems 
to 
indicate 
that we are starting out on a new 
era. 
There will be prosperity enough 
lor all if we are willing to work for 
.t and willing to remain on a sound 
basis. 
If we give way to unsound 
financial methods and begin to quar­ 
rel over the rewards of industry, we 
can expect nothing but disaster. 
I 
do not believe we are headed in that 
direction, but we shall be unless w'e 
beware, unless we are wise enough to 
be guided by the experience of other 
people in past history.”

County auditors of the state, thru 
the legislative committee if their as­ 
sociation will urge the 
next 
state 
legislature 
to pass 
a gasoline 
tax, 
they decided at the closing session of 
the 57th annual meeting of the Ohio 
County Auditors’ association Wednes­ 
day at the Deshler, Columbus. 
John A. Zangerie, Cleveland. Cuya­ 
hoga county auditor, was the princi­ 
pal speaker for the tax, declaring in 
Cleveland alone 146,000 automobiles 
f escape paying tax 
as personal 
prop 
erty. Autos become worn out and de­ 
preciate in value before the Dix on 1 
them become delinquent, be asserted. 
Another obstacle in the way of col­ 
lecting the personal property tax on 
autos is rapid change of residence, in 
Cleveland 22 ,per cent of tho people 
move each year. Mr. Zangerie said. 
Auditors also favored enactment of a 
state measure raising the minimum 
salary of county auditors to $2500. Ta 
some counties auditors receive as low 
as $1500 annually, it was said. Salar­ 
ies of members of the tax commission 
and of heads of the bureau of public 
accounting should 
be raised 
(from 
$4000 annually to $6000. 
Fees of $5 and $3 for probating es­ 
tates, now’ paid 
to probate 
judges, 
should be paid to county auditors they 
declared. 
Taxes on bus lines should 
he pro rated among the counties thru 
which the bus 
lines run 
instead of 
going only to the county in 'which the 
principal 
office 
is located, 
they be­ 
lieve.
